Mr. Roosevelt has thus far played 
three distinct roles In the 1938 cam­ 
paign, making his own distinctions 
between them. 
He has spoken as 
president, as leader of the Demo­ 
cratic party, and now has reserved 
the right also to speak November 4 
as a New York state voter. 
There 
are increasing indications, however, 
that 
what he says to the nation 
that night as president will over­ 
shadow In Importance what he may 
say to fellow New

F'or the president to go on the 
air four days before a congressional 
election is in itself a novelty In 
American politics. 
There is no ex­ 
act parallel for last minute inter­ 
vention by a president in an off- 
yeur congressional campaign. 
The 
nearest approach to it was Presi­ 
dent, Wilson's appeal of October 26, 
1918. for election of a Democratic 
congress to help him press the war 
and avert what might be construed 
abroad as a repudiation of his n a ­ 
tional leadership. 
Paved W ay for Defeat 
T he political back-fire of th a t ac­ 
tion paved the w-ay for Republican 
return to national power two years 
later. President Wilson was denied 
the vote of confidente for which 
he asked. 
It was th e 
first

skirm ish of his losing battle to 
take the United S tates 
into 
the 
le a g u e of Nations. 
F'ranklin Roosevelt, as a mem 
b er of the Wilson “little cabinet,” 
was an intim ate observer of Wilson 
strategy

W hatever 
form his November 4 address takes. 
no specific request for election of 
D em ocrats Is expected by observ­ 
ers. 
That view is strengthened by 
the fact that, as party leader, the 
president attem pted to purge his 
own party In th e prim aries of those 
not m eeting his standards of ‘'lib­ 
eralism .”

Lives of 13 Passengers 
Saved on Big: Plane 
Near Atlanta, Ga. 


Montgomery, Ala., Ort. 19 (/Pl 
*—Pilot Dave Hissong, flame-sear- 
pd but whole, rested in seclusion 
today while the thirteen persons 
he steered to safety in a crippled, 
blazing airplane sang his praise. 
At his modest home in Atlanta. 
Hissong who. with fire licking at 
his head and hands, one motor 
gone and a Ming kicking into the 
air. mushed bis big Eastern air­ 
liner down in a dark clearing near 
here last night to save fourteen 
lives, shrugged off 
the 
role 
of 
hero. 
“ It's nothing,” said he. “ I only 
did what any other 
pilot 
would 
have 
done 
under 
the 
circum­ 
stances. And I want it understood 
t h a t without the aid of Co-pilot C. 
R. Russell 
and

Gibbs we could not have landed 
safely.” 
He ll resume his regular trick 
as an Eastern Airlines passenger 
pilot just as soon as he gets a 
little rest. 
The 14-passenger, twin-motor­ 
ed Houston-to-New 
York 
plane, 
got into trouble 
near 
midnight 
just after the take-off from its 
Montgomery stop. 
Hissong 
said 
the right motor began to vibrate, 
then suddenly burst 
into 
flame 
and fell out. Co pilot Russell cut 
the gasoline and wielded a fire 
extinguisher, 
as 
the 
lightened 
right wing flung upward. 
Steward Gibbs walked the aisle 
to see that the l l passengers had 
their safety belts tight. 
Hissong 
fought the controls and eased the 
burning craft down from a 1.4 00- 
foot altitude into a clearing. 
“ There wasn't much we could 
do but wrestle with it,” the pilot 
said. "W hen we hit,

side was afire.”

The plan would take the supreme court 
justices out of politics.

It might he 
in Germany today if Adolf Hitler's father, 
Alois Schloklgruber, had not changed his 
name to Hitler before Adolf was horn. 
From a peasant of mysterious p a re n t­ 
age. Alois Schicklgruber-Hitler worked up 
to become a petty Austrian official, m a r ­ 
ried three times. Adolf was born of 
the 
third wife on April 20, 1 889, at Braunau, 
Austria. 
His father's overbearing "official” 
a t ­ 
titude early infected Adolf, left in him the 
subconscious feeling of being better than 
the masses, not. as good as tho aristocrats. 
Because he wanted the boy to be an offi­ 
cial, too. and Adolf wanted to be an artist. 
Hitler later stated he went on a scholas­ 
tic sit-down strike and had to be taken out 
of school. Actually, 
Hitler 
flunked 
his 
studies in secondary school, had to repeat 
and was withdrawn later.

One subject alone interested Adolf — 
History. He early came across his father's 
only book, a Germanophile history of the 
Franco-Prussian war, then fell under the 
influence of a Germanophile history teach ­ 
er.

ionable among the middle-class Austrians 
From this sprang his later concept of the 
Greater Germany.

“ Across the seas a new dark 
age seems to be well on its way.

No task 
of military science, however stag­ 
gering. seems to be beyond the 
skill and boldness of man. while 
no task of peaceful adjustment, 
however small, seems capable of 
solution by human minds. This is 
the story of human progress in 
the year 1938. 
Inquisition Recalled 
“ The 
methods of the inquisi­ 
tion were cruel, but they were al­ 
so crude. Many were able to es­ 
cape unknown. Today the forms of 
degradation 
visited upon 
their 
descendants are much more effi-, 
cient. No one 
goes 
unmarked. 
That may also be charged up to 
progress. In 1492 the rulers of 
Spain ordered the Jewish inhabi­ 
tants to leave the country, where 
they had lived for 
a 
thousand 
years, and allowed three months 
for the order to be carried out. 
Today 
their 
descendants 
have 
been ordered from a no th er home, 
but this time they have been al­ 
lowed 
four 
months 
to 
uproot 
themselves and find a new home 
in some place where the doors are 
iiot closed. Four m onths instead 
of three! An extra month in 4 50 
years!

Lansing— While 
the 
JVlurphy- 
Fitzgerald gubernatorial battle oc­ 
cupies th e main ring of the politi­ 
cal circus, Michigan voters can-, 
not afford to overlook the side­ 
shows. 
There are four in number 
— each featuring an amendment 
to the state constitution and pro­ 
posing 
far-reaching 
change 
in 
state or local government. 
Amid all the hullabaloo over 
the stars 
in the main tent, the 
average citizen may forget to con­ 
sider the importance of the con­ 
stitutional amendments. 
Yet, along with the big ballot 
on Nov. 8, he will have the opor- 
tunity to say yes or no to four re­ 
visions to our state charter. 
A 
special ballot is being printed for 
this purpose. 


Four-Year Terms 
The first amendment, in order 
of their appearance on the .special 
ballot, would provide a four-year 
term for certain county officers 
who now serve two years. 
These officers are: 
County clerk, prosecuting a t­ 
torney, 
sheriff, 
treasurer, 
and 
register of deeds. 
The 
amendment 
permits 
the 
board of supervisors to unite the 
offices of county clerk and regis­ 
ter of deeds in one office or to 
separate them. 
The change would become ef­ 
fective Jan. I, 1939. 


dates and submit their choices to 
the governor, would comprise one 
supreme court justice, one circuit 
court judge, one probate court 
judge, three members of the s t a t e 
bar and three eelctors of the state 
not licensed to practice law.

ditor General, before a large audi­ 
ence at the city hall here. 
"Government is nothing more

said the speaker and stated that 
the simpler the government the 
better.

tor general.

Innltsar is of the greatest signifi­ 
cance, because its sensational as­ 
pects.

the Third Reich. 
As a citizen. Cardinal Innitzer 
was National Socialist. He went so 
far ae to advise hie flock to vote 
for union with Germany in the 
plebiscite which ratified the fait 
accompli of the German conquest 
of Austria, secured 
as 
was 
the 
conquest 
of 
Czechoslovak la, by 
the threat of invasion. 
He told his 
people 
that 
one 
could not disregard ties of blood. 
He has therefore 
shown 
himself 
clearly 
willing 
to 
render 
unto 
Caesar, and in 
full, 
the 
things 
that are Caesar’s. 
But the modern Caesars recog­ 
nize no limitations whatsoever to 
any renderings, whether 
of 
the 
human body, soul or spirit. Na­ 
tional Socialism, like Communism, 
is a secular religion. Unless these 
two movements are 
thus 
u nder­ 
stood. nothing about them is u n ­ 
derstood. The first tenet of both 
of them is a 
demand 
for 
the 
breaking of the First 
Com m and­ 
ment: "Thou shalt have no other 
gods before Me." 
And this is why the most form ­ 
idable opposition to 
both 
Com­ 
munism and 
National 
Socialism 
Inside and outside 
the 
countries 
that they rule today comes from 
the religious. 
Tt may be possible to h a rm o n ­ 
ize Communism or National So­ 
cialism with 
some 
intellectually 
supportable view of economics, or 
forms of state administration and 
structure, or system of social o r­ 
ganisation. 
It is absolutely 
impossible 
to 
harmonize either 
of 
them 
with 
either the Old Testament or the 
New. 
In Germany, members of every 
previous 
political 
credo 
have 
thrown in their lot with the Nazis 
without any serious inner stru g ­ 
gle. But the Christian Church, and 
with it 
millions 
of 
Christians, 
maintains an obduracy which nei­ 
ther terror nor self-interest, nor 
offers of 
superficial 
compromise 
have been able to break. 
To others, some of the teach­ 
ings of Nazism may be 
silly 
or 
fanatical, or transitory phenome­ 
na to be treated lightly. But to 
the Christian conscience they are 
sinful. And th at the conviction of 
sin has not disappeared 
from 
a 
largely agnostic world is testified 
to by the most heroic struggle go­ 
ing on, not against Caesar but for 
God. 
Ts it not 
im portant 
that 
the 
leader of the German Confessional 
Church. Pastor 
Niemoeller. 
and 
the prince of the Catholic Church 
'n Vienna. Cardinal Innitzer, were 
' “’th. at the outset, friendly to the 
a n t i c a l and economic 
ideas 
of 
National Socialism and have he­ 
roine its most 
intractable 
ene­ 
mies?

The attitude of Stalin, and be­ 
fire him l<enin, 
to 
Christianity 
and the attitude of Hitler are very 
different. Communism is an open 
foe of 
Christianity. 
Time 
and 
again Lenin in his writings has 
emphasized 
th a t 
Marxlanlsm is 
incompatible with Christianity. 
In Russia a prodigious propa­ 
ganda against religion goes on u n ­ 
ceasingly. 
All 
churchgoers 
are 
ousted from administrative posts, 
and from the teaching profession. 
No party member may be a church 
member. The Church has been vi­ 
rulently and terroristically perse­ 
cuted. 
On the 
other 
band, 
Russian 
Communism makes no attempt to 
corrupt the Church. Early in the 
Soviet regime, there was a move­ 
ment to establish what was called 
"The Living Church." It held a 
congress in Moscow in 1922, but 
the whole idea was later abandon­ 
ed. 
I^enin regarded the Church as a 
superstition and an instrument of 
the owning classes, and believed 
that Communism and rationalism 
would destroy it. of themselves. 
Neither he nor any of his b l o w ­ 
ers have ever tried to hang the 
Hammer and 
Sickle 
above 
the 
altar. And the Church in Russia 
survives, in an am arine fashion. 
on the 
search 
of 
the

masses after the comforts of the 
Christian faith.

Hitler is not a rationalist 
He 
bas called himself 
an 
"inspired 
somnambulist," and he is full of 
Intuition and a certain suscepti­ 
bility to mysticism. 
He was born a Catholic, hut he 
ie neither Catholic nor Christian, 
and once, in a moment of inti­ 
macy, confessed to an acquaint­ 
ance of mine "I am all pagan " 
Nevertheless National Socialism 
asserts the existence of God 
and 
Hitler believes that the belief in 
God is a force which can be ex­ 
ploited 
by 
Nazism. 
He 
has 
a 
strong sense of the dark, emo­ 
tional forces in m e n —-if he has 
e> er read the late D 
H. 
Law­ 
rence be will have understood him 
thoroughly. 
It is the sense of these forces 
which makes him a 
far 
greater 
demagogue than Lenin ever was. 
which makes National Socialism a 
far 
more 
dangerous 
movement 
than Communism ever was. and 
which makes Hitler anxious not to 
destroy religion but to capture it 
He does put the sw-astika a b o v e 
the altar. And he therefore is the 
more dangerous enemy of Chris­ 
tianity and of all religion. God is 
useful, if He is subordinated to 
the Nazi s own secular religion of 
race and nationhood. Hitler does 
not 
accept 
the 
sovereignty 
of 
God, never could a Nazi national 
hymn end with the words "Protect 
wa by Thy might, Great God, our 
Kin*.-
